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THE WASHINGTON WATER COLOR CLUB 
1896 — 1946 

With its current exhibition in the Corcoran Gallery of 
Art, the Washington Water Color Club is marking fifty 
years of activity and achievement. The Club's First Annual 
exhibition was held in the Cosmos Club, which still stands 
on Madison Place and H Street, opposite Lafayette Square, 
a landmark of old Washington. All but four of the exhibi¬ 
tions, which followed yearly, were held in the Corcoran 
Gallery, proverbially hospitable and cooperative. 

Five years before the Water Color Club was organized, 
the Society of Washington Artists had come into existence, 
likewise with the purpose of encouraging interest in art 
in Washington, our National City, and assuring its develop¬ 
ment through exhibitions and patronage. The list of the 
members of the Society of Washington Artists originally 
included water colorists as well as painters in oil, but water 
color was in those days a much weaker medium than today, 
and, after brief experiment, it was mutually agreed that 
works in the two media were not seen to the best advantage 
when shown side by side in the same gallery; thus came 
about the founding of the Water Color Club, in all friendli¬ 
ness and good feeling. 

To a considerable extent the membership lists of the 
two organizations have been almost identical, many out¬ 
standing artists of Washington having attained to distinction 
in the use of not one but both media. 

Such was the case with the Water Color Club's first 
President, Parker Mann, and also his distinguished suc¬ 
cessors in office, James Henry Moser, William H. Holmes 
and E. H. Miller. It was these painters, and their numerous 
colleagues, who, in large measure, manifested in their own 
works the potentialities of the supposedly lesser medium 
and gave it unsuspected strength. 

It was not, however, until comparatively recently that 
full recognition was given of equality in merit in this field 
by resolution of the National Academy, New York, admit¬ 
ting to full membership and its special privileges, those 


who limited their achievement strictly to water color. One 
of the first so honored was a member of the Washington 
Water Color Club, Eliot O'Hara. Incidentally, this recalls 
the fact that Hobart Nichols, President of the National 
Academy, was a charter member of the Washington Water 
Color Club. 

During the past half century the character of water 
v> colors has changed exceedingly. Well does it now vie with 

oils both in effectiveness and vigor. The two most powerful 
influences conducive to this result were the works of Dutch 
Artists of the late Nineteenth Century, introduced here 
by Richard N. Brooke and set forth in the Waggaman Gal¬ 
lery in Georgetown, and, somewhat later, the powerful 
water colors by Winslow Homer, Sargent, Woodbury, Ben¬ 
son and other American painters in oil who turned to water 
color for freer expression. These and other new tendencies 
were reflected through the years in the exhibitions of the 
Water Color Club ever alert and unprejudiced. 

The present writer has had the pleasure of viewing 
all the exhibitions that the Washington Water Color Club 
has held and of reviewing all but five of these for The 
Evening and Sunday Star. They do indeed constitute 
happy memories. The artists, sincere and ambitious; the 
work shown for the most part, colorful and charming. There 
is great temptation to again name individuals but the roll 
of honor is long, and after all, the works speak for them¬ 
selves. By them the artists are best memorialized. It is 
as they would have it. 

Like all true artists the Washington water colorists 
and their colleagues throughout the country seek truth, 
love beauty and make it their business and pleasure—as 
James M. Barrie once said — "to open the eyes of those who 
will look, to beautiful thoughts and beautiful things." They 
are discoverers and interpreters and as such they lift life 
today to a higher plane. All honor to the Washington 
Water Color Club, its officers and members.
